hundred thousand Jews from Ger- 
many.

It is an out- 
growth of conditions in the city of 
Appleton, where city groups have 
long felt that county board seats 
have been unfairly distributed in 
favor of the rural sections. 


Catlin's bill would 
amend the 


state law to permit supervisors to 
be elected on a precinct rather than 
a ward basis. In that way cities 
would be enabled to increase their 
county board voting power with- 
out the necessity of increasing the 
number of wards, which automati- 
cally increases the size of the city 
councils. 


Appleton, after the failure of its 


1937 legislative effort, held a refer- 
endum in which it was decided to 
increase the number of wards in 
the city. 


Catlin said he is opposed to the 


resultant increase in the size of 
the 
Appleton 
common council, 


which the passage of his bill would 
make unnecessary.

Can't Be Guided By 
Advice of Admirals 


Now the establishment of an air 


and 
submarine base at 
Guam 


would presumably act as a check 
upon the expansion of the Japa- 
nese naval power in the Pacific. 
That would be its purpose. 
It 


would make it difficult for Japan 
to strike south toward the Philip- 
pines and the Dutch East Indies, 
or east toward Hawaii. 
-In deciding whether to establish 
such a base we cannot, however, 
in the circumstances be guided by 
the advice of the admirals. 
The 


question is primarily political, and 
the best approach, it seems to me. 
would 
be 
through negotiations 


with Japan. Congress should auth- 
orize the fortification of Guam. 
and then the State Department 
should invite the Japanese to dis- 
cuss the question under Article 
XIX of the Washington Treaty. 


In this discussion we could say 


to the Japanese that if they do not 
wish Guam to be fortified, they 
might return to the treaty by dis- 
mantling, their illegal fortifications 
in the mandated islands. Then their 
fears and our fears 'would be sim- 
ultaneously 
allayed. 
And 
this 


might lead to a discussion designed 
to arrive at an agreement as to 
the scope and the limits of the 
Japanese expansion. 
ThS discussion could then be- 


come more realistic than it has 
thus far been in the exchange of 
diplomatic notes. For while we 
would probably be prepared to of- 
fer no" tangible opposition to Jap- 


an's policy In Asia, it would alto 
become clear that wo are by ,no 
means bound to furnish Japan with 
the motor trucks, anrplano parts, 
scrapiron, .gasoline, and machine 
tools which she needs in order to 
violate treaties that she refuses to 
discuss with us. 


For our object is to negotiate an 


agreement with Japan, not 'to light 
Japan in Asia and not to run away 
from Japan in the Pacific. And 
such a negotiation may possibly be 
induced by authorizing the forti- 
fication of Guam and by consid- 
ering the application of the neu- 
trality act. 
Best U. S. Policy To 
Be Modest But Firm 


This would appear to be the 


most prudent policy we can pur- 
sue. It would not be prudent, it 
would be an act of obvious defi- 
ance, to fortify Guam without of- 
fering to discuss the question with 
Japan. It would not be prudent, on 
the other hand, to show any signs 
that we are afraid to discuss Guam 
because the Japanese 
fire-eaters 


are excited about it. To fortify 
without an offer to negotiate would 
be provocative on our part; to re- 
fuse to fortify because of Japa- 
nese threats would put a premium 
on further provocation by Japan. 


Our true policy in dealing with 


Japan, and for that matter with 
her partners in Europe, is to be 
moderate in our aims, circumspect 
in our language, and firm in our 
attitude. And we can be firm only 
if our diplomacy possesses besides 
fountain pens and typewriters, the 
legal authority to build strategic 
bases and to regulate the flow ol 
strategic materials of war.

Madison — The Wisconsin Educa- 


tion association today pointed to 
the "unfairness" of the high school 
district 
organization 
in 
Brown 


county as ammunition in its cam- 
paign to induce the state legislature 
to scuttle the present high school 
tuition law and write in its stead a 
high school equalization statute. 


The association showed that while 


the highest high school tax rate for 
high school tuition in those areas of 
the county which had no high 
schools of their own was $2.84 per 
thousand, the lo\vest rate for high 
school purposes of any high school 
district in the county was $4,72, or 
nearly twice as much. 


Only a small portion of Brown 


county is within high school dis- 
tricts, the association's statement 
pointed out, with the result that the 
support of high school education is 
inequitably distributed, those tax- 
payers within the district paying 
more than their fair share. 


Cite Example 


"With a high school education re- 


garded as a basic minimum educa- 
.ional requirement for satisfactory 
vocational experience, the state as 
a whole should assume a major re- 
sponsibility toward the support of 
high schools," the association said, 
but added, "and yet how unjust the

Doctors Say Constipation Can 


Be Cured With Time, Patience 


Madlion — "Constipation can be 


overcome with time and patience," 
the state medical society said in this 
week's health bulletin. 


"Constipation is a relative term 


dealing largely with the mechanics 
of the intestinal tract, concerning 
the transportation an2 -onccntra- 
tion of the food residue on the one 
hand, and its expulsion on the other 
hand. There are many factors which 
may cause an interference with this 
mechanism and these arc cither of 
an organic or 
functional 
type. 


Among the organic causes are: (1) 
chronic intestinal obstructions such 
as thickening of the intestinal walls 
from tumors or inflammatory dis- 
eases such as tuberculosis: (2) tu- 
mors in the abdomen and misplaced 
or enlarged pelvic organs in women, 
causing pressure against the bowel: 
and (3) rectal diseases, the most 
common of which are hemorrhoids 
and fissures. 


Common Causes 


"The functional causes of consti- 


pation are more common and varied 


chief among which are: 
(1) Too little fluid or too little 


bulk in, the diet. 


(2) Irregularity of habit 
(3) Diseases' elsewhere 
in 
the 


body, such as diseases of the stom- 
ach, gallbladder, heart, and kidneys. 


(4) Weakness of abdominal mus- 


cles 
from 
the lack of exercise, 


obesity or exhausting illnesses. 


(5) Irritation or spasm of the 


bowel from the repeated use of lax- 
atives. 


"In many cases there is no or- 


ganic trouble, but the constiption 
has been the result of. or aggravat- 
ed by, an exhausted or high strung 
nervous system caused by irregular 


or too little sleep, worry or over- 
work, either physical or mental. All 
these factors must be considered 
and corrected. Another important 
factor is irregularity of meals and 
rapid eating, without taking time to 
chew the food thoroughly. In the 
same connection may be mentioned 
faulty teeth and other, sources of 
infection such as pyorrhca or dis- 
eased tonsils. 


Diet-Important 


"Diet should be considered also. 


Experience has taught that the bow- 
els function better on a diet which 
does not contain too much irritat- 
ing material, for the daily use of 
this kind of food will eventually 
cause as much trouble as the daily 
use of laxatives. A great many peo- 
ple are under the impression that 
a diet is not self sustaining unless 
it contains a great deal of fruit, 
vegetables and salads. It is true that 
a diet must not be too restricted, 
but it is entirely possible to furnish 
all the required chemicals and vi- 
tamins which the body needs and 
still keep on a non-irritating diet. 


"Following are listed a few points 


which should be emphasized: • 


1. Each person with constipation 


should be considered individually 
and the cause of the trouble located. 


2. Providing there is no organic 


disease, the 
treatment is largely 


dietetic, with proper attention giv- 
en to rest and exercise. The diel 
should be specific for every indi- 
vidual and should be followed only 
upon the advice of the family phy- 
sician. 


3. If organic disease is present 


it must be corrected.- 


4. Constipation can be overcome.

FLORIDA AND WISCONSIN- 


SOIL AND BUSINESS 


The soil income of Florida begins and 


ends with semi-tropical fruits. 
Of these 


oranges and grapefruit account for the 
major portion of the cash received. 


For decades the Florida fruit-grower 


stumbled from one hardship to another 
and considered his greatest friend a kill- 
ing frost in California. Finally the Flori- 
da businessman awakened to the throbbing 
fact that a Florida fruit-grower in diffi- 
cult financial condition was an impair- 
ment of the state, and there developed a 
collaboration of the farmer and the busi- 
nessman that has accomplished wonders 
for both, and brought untold wealth to 
that state -which reaches farthest toward 
the equator. 


Florida built its prosperity upon the 


sensible notion that "Business Begins at 
Home." Fruit Bars are to be found all 
over its towns. Oceans of fruit juice are 
dispensed at these Bars that otherwise 
would not be sold at alL After making a 
success of this form of merchandising the 
Fruit Bars were extended into the larger 
cities of the north and are there doubling 
their success. 


Just recently Florida business inter- 


ests sensed in the Spanish War the likeli- 
hood of a fertile market in Europe for 
Honda produce. Continental Europe, as a 
matter of fact, has been almost wholly 
dependent upon Spain for oranges but 
last week there departed from a Florida 
port for the first time in history a fruit 
"boat carrying only one cargo, Florida fruit, 
to European ports, all of which had been 
already sold. 


And here one might stop to speak upon 


the destructive effects of war. For if this 
new-found Florida business is handled 
correctly a part of the European market 
•will never be lost One of the reasons for 
this opinion lies in the peculiarity of peo- 
ples' tastes and the strong likelihood that 
a great many Europeans, learning they are 
dining upon Florida fruit which'is plain- 
ly marked, will develop a favorable lean- 
ing that is not easily displaced. More- 
over, Florida fruit is more luscious than 
the European fruit, perhaps due to the 
warmer climate and the more constant 
sun. 


In the meantime it is good to note that 


collaboration is also developing between 
the Wisconsin businessman and the Wis- 
consin farmer in the essential effort to 
develop and extend a market for farm 
produce as important and as premier in 
its particular line as fruit is to Florida. 


The Milk Bar has so far developed fav- 


orably. There are many other points, 
however, to the business compass, and 
local Chambers of Commerce can become 
immeasurably helpful Perhaps action by 
the Wisconsin State Chamber of Com- 
merce, in order to coordinate all efforts, 
might be the wise step. 


THE PRESIDENT GAINS, THE 


NATION LOSES 


By a proclamation the President or- 


dered a continuance for another six 
months of our national policy" of 'buying 
silver at a fraction under 65 cents an 
ounce, about 50 per cent more than it is 
•worth elsewhere in the world's market 
or in our other domestic markets. 


When this practice was started five 


years ago next July we received certain 
very definite assurances from Mr. Roose- 
velt concerning why it was done and what 
it would accomplish. 


The President argued that it would 


raise domestic price levels, increase the 
prosperity in other countries that use sil- 
ver as a standard and result eventually in 
raising the price of silver throughout the 
•world up to the price America set 


rCot one single piece of this prophecy 


has come true. Not one. 


And now observe what it has cost us 


and where we stand. When we began this 
practice we had less than 700 million 
ounces of silver in the treasury. 
Our 


holdings now have been increased by 
nearly two billion ounces. For this great 
gob, laas? and glut of semi-useless metal 
this government has spent more than a 
billion dollars, borrowed 
money 
upon 


vrhich it pays interest and for which it 
weighs down its people through taxes and 
further threatened taxes. 


And what was the accomplishment for 


America? 
Not only absolutely nothing 


but worse than nothing. 


And what was the accomplishment for 


Mr. Roosevelt? It obtained for him the 
devoted obedience of the members of 
congress from the silver producing state.-. 


And lhat takes about first rank for 


raoneys paid out by way of influence for 
political purposes. 


EMERGENCY POWERS 


The present session of congress can 


do nothing more valuable to the country 


..than repeal the various "emergency pow- 
ers" which have been granted to the Pres- 
ident during the last six years. 


Altogether 
they 
consist of powers 


that should never be granted to any 
one man in this country unless the peo- 
ple want to grant them. And if the peo- 
ple do they will have become more care- 
less than the American people usually 
are. 


These rights are all distinctively legis- 


lative in character, that is they should be 
firmly held in the grasp of 
legislative 


bodies. 
The fact that bills have been 


designed to transfer them to the execu- 
tive and still meet supreme court re- 
quirements on the abandonment by one 
branch of our government of its powers 
to another lessens but docs not remove the 
menace of this situation. 


These remaining powers of an emer- 


gency character, as gathered together by 
the New York Times, we print to show 
how far we went from safe moorings in 
the hope that some miracle would follow 
if we stripped ourselves of our powers and 
gave them to one man 
under existing 


law:

fit. 


"He can prescribe the rules and reg-

of the Treasury, a stabilization fund 
amounting to two billion dollars—his 
decisions as to the secret management 
of this fund being 'final, and not sub- 
ject to review by any other officer 
of the United States.' 


"He can suspend trading on any 


stock exchange for a period of ninety 
days. 
"He can raise or lower by as much 


as 50 per cent any tariff imposed by 
the United States on goods imported 
from any nation that enters into a 
trade agreement with this country- 


"He can spend, subject only to cer- 


tain broad limitations, funds for re- 
lief, farm benefits and other similar 
purposes which amount to more in a 
single year than was entrusted in the 
aggregate to the discretionary spend- 
ing of all the Presidents before him in 
the whole history of the country." 


NORTH CAROLINA COLORED FOLKS 


Those who have spent a lot of time 


trying to understand the mentality of 
the American negro have concluded that 
the spirit of fun is predominant. 
And 


nowhere is this more evident in some 
parts of our country than in the bizarre 
names with which the colored folks bap- 
tize their children. 


Dr. A. P. Hudson, familiar with negro 


folklore and customs, in his recent ad- 
dress at Raleigh showed how humor pre- 
dominated in selecting the title for every 
new pickaninny. 
Such names as Nary 


a Red, Free Press, Seaboard, Lazy Love, 
Haphazard and Lucky Blunder 
were 


names given by parents indicating their 
own mental processes or thoughts. 


"Sunday May the 9th" signifies quite 


a little in a family, for that was the name 
of a dark eyed girl. "Big Apple" and 
"NRA" were not explained by the speak- 
er but he found them in recent baptismal 
records. "Taters," "Gasoline" and "Kero- 
sene" were other names that must have 
meant something strong and powerful to 
the simple people who conferred them on 
their offspring. 


In the religious field the negro is noth- 


ing unless he is intense. And the names 
he fastens upon his offspring are not se- 
lected to be abbreviated. Thus "Image 
of Christ Lord God Brown" and "I Will 
Rise and Go Unto My Father Smith" were 
found alongside of "And Seven Times 
Shall Thou Walk Around Jericho," of 
whom the speaker said the child was nick- 
named "Thou" among his pals. 


While these names were found among 


North Carolina negroes in the back dis- 
tricts they indicate the effervescent na- 
ture of the simple darky, his tendency to 
give his whole thought to the subject at 
hand whether lhat happens to be religion, 
medicine, farming or gambling. Thus he 
discloses a likeable simplicity but also 
something of an easy flesh to mold that 
does not augur well when trusted with 
too great a responsibility in government

In the fight against infant mor- 
tality, maternal mortality in childbirth, 
tuberculosis, typhoid, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, malaria, pellagra and nephritis im- 
portant progress was made.

sease, cancer and pneumonia are among 
the diseases that continue to .resist the 
efforts of medical science. •

minds arc dedicated to the business. Its people 
vote, without realizing it, for men and women 
who war against Death. 


Nothing comes of it. We continue to die. It is 


just as well. As long as the world makes auch a 
mess of life, there is satisfaction in knowing 
that there is always an opening at the end of 
the lane out which man may pass to an eternity 
of which he knows naught but which at least is 
Out. 


This is not gloom-spreading. It is merely what 


all aged people will tell you. Life may have 
been good to them or ill. No matter. As they 
come close to the End of the Road they are 
satisfied that the Way Away is not barred; that 
they can go on into whatever Eternity there be. 


The war in New York is, to put it more ac- 


curately, against unnecessary and premature 
Death. On the side of Life are ranged police- 
men, firemen, battalions of health department 
workers, free milk and free ice fund charities, 
organizations for under-privileged, for the aged 
and for the lame, the halt and the blind. 


Virtually every public and charitable agency, 


representing a total annual investment of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, is dedicated directly 
or indirectly to delaying Death. 


If you arc interested in following the work- 


ings of the mind of a man who out of a clear 
sky begins talking about Death, I shall tell you 
how it came to be. It is merely a matter of traf- 
fic lights.

I am sitting here calmly mulling more cheer- 


ful things when I happen to see in the papers 
that Police Commissioner Valentine has order- 
ed that traffic lights hereafter will operate 24 
hours a day instead of being shut off during the 
dead hours of the night—3 to 5 a.m. The Com- 
missioner said that with the lights off, there is 
a tendency to fast driving and to an increase in 
the number of accidents. 


It occurred to me that here is a case in which 


the head of the Police Department is issuing 
orders to keep people from getting killed. Quite 
likely the order, which has merely to do with 
the flicking on and off of red and green lights, 
will save many persons from premature death. 
Perhaps I am one who is being saved. There is 
no way of telling. 


From this as a starting point the mind goes 


like this: "Every traffic officer is, in effect, de- 
vouting his working hours to preventing Death. 
I .wonder how much the taxpayers pay a year 
just so they won't get killed? Who else besides 
traffic officers is engaged in prolonging their 
lives? Well, there are the fellows who paint the 
white lines and warning signs on the pave- 
ments; the street cleaners who clear away ref- 
use that endangers health: the Salvation Army 
workers who stand on street corners in the 
cold, passing the tambourine for copper and 
silver which will go to saving lives of the home- 
less who without such help might go hungry 
and bedless; 


"The girls and women, who, for charity, col- 


lect coins from passersby so that there may be 
milk for babies; the mechanics at the car barns 
and bus garages who inspect-and repair brakes 
which, should they fail, could easily cause 
death; the restaurant and food inspectors who 
guard against contamination of the things New 
York eats; the Commissioner of Parks and his 
employes who see to it that there are recrea- 
tional facilities, that the swings and teeter-tot- 
ter boards and gymnastic bars are solid and 
safe, so that no child, looking happily forward 
to Life, will be suddenly flung to death; the 
building inspectors, and the builders themselves, 
and the architects, and the workers in factories 
who see to it that the tall buildings are sub- 
stantially built of safe material so that there 
may be no collapse—and no sudden Death; 
druggists, doctors, nurses, ambulance drivers, 
firemen, gas company emergency squads, com- 
munication company employes, scientists, engi- 
neers; even little canaries whose sensitivity fo 
gas is a sure warning against that form of 
Death; and Aldermen and assemblymen, mak- 
ing laws to preserve life; and—.**

Dally News—which, in turn, acknowledges a debt to State Senator

The News thinks a state lottery would be a good 


thing and urges New York to get the jump on the 
other states, thus anticipating that the others would be 
forced to start drawings of their own in self-defense. 
In some states the legislatures would even pass laws 
permitting every little jerk town to run its own lot- 
tery, and pretty soon the country would be just lot- 
tery crazy. A dream book economist could figure out 
whether this business would starve itself by spread- 
ing the money too thin or pauperize the whole people 
by simming their money into various public treasuries 
at the rate of about 25 per cent at every turn of the 
wheel.

New Deal social and economic pro- 
gram enacted, President Roosevelt 
reached the middle of his second 
term today to find a growing inde- 
pendence in congress and uncer- 
tainty clouding the outcome of his 
appeals for a united liberalism. 


The biggest popular vote in his- 


tory ushered him to his second in- 
auguration in the rain two years 
ago this noon. His sway over the 
biggest Democratic majorities ever 
in congress was but little disputed. 


The political developments of the 


last two years, the sharp disputes 
and closely-drawn votes stand close 
in the foreground, but amid those 
disputes highly-important adminis- 
tration measures were enacted. 


They were designed to put a ceil- 


ing on hours of work and a floor 
under wages, to control crops, to 
make it easier for men with little 
money to buy homes, to replace 
slums with modern houses for the 
poor. 


Would Revise Laws 


When the seventy-sixth congress 


came marching in this month with 
an increased Republican minority. 
Mr. Roosevelt said the biggest 
things now lacking were a revision 
and strengthening of the New Deal 
laws already enacted. Other recom- 
mendations, such as a defense pro- 
gram, government reorganization, 
and aid for the railroads, were list- 
ed. 
' The progress he made toward his 
goal was achieved quietly, its noise 
all but completely-deadened by the 
clatter'of the battles of the last two 
years.

A BOY AND HIS GUN 


By Ozark Ripley

DYS will be boys all right, but 
:heir parents have a lot to say 
about what kind of boys they 


will be. 
If parents would give 


more attention to their boys when the 
hunting germ infests them, the ac- 
cidents we read about would be cut 
down to a third of what they are 
now. 
Too many times fathers buy 


guns for their boys and turn the 
youngsters loose 
without taking 


them afield and showing them just 
how the guns should be used. Many 
parents don't ground their boys in 
the habits of games or instruct them 
in gaining poise with firearms. Most 
firearm accidents caused by boys 
come from the excitement of trying 
to get in a shot before some com- 
panion and blazing away without 
knowing what is in front of the gun 
barrel. 


When a boy can handle a .410. 28- 


gauge, or 20-gauge shotgun, he is 
ready to own one. In fact, he can't 
be given one too early if the proper 
restrictions are 
placed upon 
his 


ownership and he is obliged to go 
through a thorough schooling on 
what to do and what not to do. It 
is a grave mistake for fond parents 
who own guns to keep them hidden 
from their children. Just as soon 
as a father hides guns and pistols 
from his children, he creates a de- 
sire 'on their part to handle the 
firearms the minute he is out of 
sight. The sensible father has his 
gun and rifie cabinets in 
full 


sight of his children all the time. 
His children do not have accidents 
at home. They seen guns' before 
them all the time and are not in- 
clined to 
become curious about 


them or get into danger with them. 


Get Him a Good Gun 


It pays to buy a boy a good shot- 


gun. 
It will last him many years 


and will be much more trustworthy 
than guns made from inferior ma- 
terials. The theory of buying a 
cheap gun because it will be out- 
grown is impractical. It is true that 
new models are coming out all the 
time, but for many 
years few 


changes of a fundamental 
nature 


have been made in the better guns. 
Since the invention of the hammer- 
less breechloading shotgun not many 
alterations have been made. 
An 


automatic ejector, a single trigger, 
and a few minor innovations are 
about the 
only differences, 
and 


many a wealthy sportsman is still 
using a good gun bought wisely in 
his youth. 


Drilling the boys at home in the 


use of a gun before permitting him 
to go afield always 
pays good 


dividends. He can readily be taught 
the dangers in a gun and all the 
reasons why it should never be 
pointed at anything living except 
same. He can be trained to look 
ahead always to make certain that 
nothing is in the way when starting 
lo hold on game or birds. Safety 
rules will become second nature to 
the boy who has been properly 
grounded in fundamental by his 
parents.

New London Sfci Club Has Built 
Mosquito Hill Slide Into One 
Of the Best in the United States 


N 


BY ALVIN J. BRAULT 
EW LONDON — In just five 
short years the New London 
Ski club has developed Mos- 


quito hill, a hulk of earth and stone 
jutting prominently above an oth- 
erwise even terrain one mile east 
of the city, into the site of the mid- 
dle west's greatest ski show, the 
Central United States open cham- 
pionship tournament which will be 
held here Sunday, Jan. 29. 


From a bare hill, the ski slide has 


grown into a 
$3,000 investment 


backed by several dozen enterpris- 
ing citizens, and is one of the best 
and most thrilling slides in the 
state. Improvements on the hill 
have been costly and tournaments 
are expensive affairs involving in- 
finite details. 


The average cost of a tournament, 


and only one has been held each 
year so far, amounts to about $600, 
according to W. T. Comstock, presi- 
dent. Annual rental for the hill 
amounts to $200 and expenses of 
New London's skiers to participate 
in other meets requires another 
more or less fixed expenditure of| 
about $150 a year. 


Club In Debt 


The constitution of the club pro- 


vides that any profit shown by the 
organization shall be used for the 
promotion of general winter sports 


in New London. An indebtedness 
of about $1,300 still remains. 


The idea for the ski slide origin- 


ated back in December, 1934, when 
the Jensen brothers of Scandinavia 
sought to stage an amateur ski meet 
at Mosquito hill. Using only the 
natural slope of the hill for takeoff 
and landing, the boys sponsored the 
first tournament on Jan. 6, 1935. 


An 
unexpected crowd of 1,500 


came to watch 27 little known 
skiers perform. A jump of 87 feet 
was recorded and the possibilities 
of the natural slide were definitely 
proven. 


Seeking a means of raising funds 


to further winter sports in New 
London, the 
New London Lions 


club decided a sanctioned ski tour- 
nament would do the trick. So the 
Lions club formed the New London 
Ski club with Dr. T. M. Slemmons 
as first president, erected a 30-foot 
scaffold on the crest of the hill to 
give the riders more of a run before 
the takeoff, and sponsored its first 
sanctioned meet on March 3, 1935. 
The longest standing jump was 
made by Ingvar Arneson with 103 
feet. In 1936. 1938 and 1939, Arneson 
rode as a Class A member of the 
New London club and won the lo- 
cal championship each time except

Ted Zoberski of Ironwood, Mich., 
set a hill record of 153 feet Exten- 
sive improvements to the under hill 
were made during the summer of 
1938 to make it conform to the best 
standards and though the record 
was unbroken at the 1938 meet 
three weeks ago. unofficial jumps 
of 175 feet have been made.

Dental Hygiene Is Important 


Factor in Growth, Behavior 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Little children, about two years of age. or less, are "very likely to bite. 


That frightens people. It hurts to be bitten, and we have an instinctive 
fear of it That fear rises so swiftly, and our gesture of defense comes so 
smartly on its heels, that the biter is slapped hard on the instant. 


That is not good for the little one, nor for the one who was frightened 


and hurt. Better not get angry about it at all. The baby did not know he 
was doing anything so bad as all that His new teeth hurt him; he wanted 
to ease the mean feeling that was making his gums feel as if they were 
being pressed in a vice; he wanted relief from the pain in his mouth that 
was making all his body ache. That's all. 


Of course it won't do. He will have to find a better way out of his 


troubles. That is where you come in. You know that he is having trouble 
•with his teeth; that they hurt him. You probably know how teeth can 
hurt Maybe you've had experience with a wisdom tooth? Instead of be- 
ing hurt and angry now you will feel sorry that you did not do some- 
thing to ease the pain in the baby's mouth. You could have put an ice 
cube in a bit of clean rag and rubbed it on the feverish gums. You could 
have given him something to bite on, teething rings have their use. And, 
if the gums were inflamed you 
could have called in the doctor to 
help. That would have saved every- 
body. 


There is another cause for biting. 


Sometimes a child whose teeth are 
all accounted for, begins biting. He 
•will bite the side of his crib, chew 
the edge of his chair, his toys, any- 
thing that he can get his teeth into. 
This means a trip to the doctor who 
has the child under his care. This 
Idnd of biting usually means that 
the child's diet is not right for his 
needs. Something is lacking, or 
something is in excess. After the 
doctor examines him, studies him 
lor a tune, he will find what this is 
and the child can be properly fed, 
and the biting will be forgotten. 


We find a rare child who, having 


discovered that biting people causes 
excitement thinks it great fun to 
bite his playmates. He steals up on 
them and gives them ah unexpected 
nip. The results are quite up to his 
expectations. Now what? Is he to be 
bitten in return? Spanked? Scolded 
•oundly and put to bed? 


Better be quiet about it. Assume 


that this is conduct so dreadful that 
it cannot be talked about Isolate 


him for a time long enough to let 
his loneliness sink deep enough to 
impress him with the idea that the 
biter is an outcast. Let your silence 
be so weighty as to impress him 
with the idea that biting is some- 
thing that is not done. That will 
work when dramatics of any kind 
will only increase his desire for the 
excitement. 


The hygiene of a little child's 


mouth is important to his present 
health and behavior, and to his fu- 
ture success as welL Keep the baby 
teeth clean; rinse the child's mouth 
after every meal. Accustom him to 
having his teeth brushed, his mouth 
swabbed if necessary. Take him 
along with you to the dentist so he 
learns early what to expect. Make 
that trip as casual and as pleasant 
as possible. Select the dentist who 
wants to take care of children's 
mouths.

West, your partner, originally led 


the deuce of clubs and declarer won 
with the eight. Declarer then led 
the nine of diamonds and passed 
it You win with the diamond jack, 
What card do you return, and why? 


The answer 'was that East should 


return the spade king; 
that 
he 


should make this presumable sac- 
rifice as a supremely logical meth- 
od of killing the dummy. I pointed 
out that this Deschapelles coup was 
the only line of defense that offered 
a splendid chance of success. West's 
original club lead, the deuce, hac 
marked the declarer with five clubs 
hence there was no "future" in the 
return of a club by East. The gen 
eral habit of "returning partner's 
suit" is apparently so strong, how' 
ever, that of the twenty-odd thou 
sand answers I received, more than 
16,000 stuck to their guns and led 
back a club.

West felt that his two aces anc 


one king, with any strength at all 
in his partner's hand for the single 
spade raise, should give defenders 
at least three tricks, and his view 
would have been correct if he hac 
not spoiled his own chances on his 
opening lead. He chose to lay down 
the spade ace and, after that, no 
line of play could have brought the 
defenders the setting trick. After 
receiving a low spade from East, 
West shifted to the ace of hearts. 
When this bid met a discouraging 
signal from East, West in despera- 
tion shifted to a low club and. of 
course, declarer could claim the 
balance. The club shift was not 
important one way or the other. 
since declarer could have thrown 
two clubs on dummy's established 
hearts and could 
have led the 


spade queen through East to estab- 
lish the spade jack for another dis- 
card. 


In justice. I cannot say that 


West's opening lead was bad, but I 
am inclined to think that it could 
have been better. Surely whatever 
spade tricks existed for the defen- 
ders would need no establishment, 
hence there was no particular rea- 
son to open the suit. West's main 
consideration should 
have 
been 


one of safety; that is. to avoid giv- 
ing up any trick on the opening 
lead and to avoid the quick estab- 
lishment of declarer's tricks. The 
lead of a singleton trump usually 
is wrong, but in this case (South 
having bid the diamond suit at the 
three level and North having sup- 
ported) there was very little chance 
that East had a diamond honor 
which -would be trapped by such a 
lead. It was bv all odds the best 
"waiting lead" and. if West had 
chosen to make it. there would have 
been a vastly different result on| 
this particular board.

On the contrary, they 
are not even flavored with sentiment. They 


are the currency of debt, not love. Why germ-conscious men and women 
who are practical strangers and have no feelings for each other should 
indulge in such an unhygienic pastime as kissing passes comprehension. 


It heads the category of queer things people do for amusement. Nev- 


theless a common ending of an eve- 
ning is: "So glad to have met you, 
Miss Er'rer." Smack. Smack. "Thank 
yon for that gorgeons ice cream so- 
da, Mr. Hum-urn." Smack. Smack. 
Can you beat it for lack of romance, 
or lack of personal fastidiousness? 
For lack of everything that should 
go into a kiss to make it worth 
while? 


But if the kiss that is nothing but 


the payment of a social obligation 
is a flop, the kiss of love is TNT 
that it behooves every girl to han- 
dle with care, in fear of her life. A 
girl can get just as drunk on kisses 
as se can on hard liquor and be just 
as little responsible for her conduct.

My own idea is that the secred- 


ness of the family kiss should be 
debunked. It should be recognized 
for the hollow mockery it is. There 
should be fewer kisses between 
husbands and wives and better ones. 
They shouldn't consider it an ob- 
ligation to kiss when they are feel- 
ing more like biting each other. 
They should wait until the mood, 
the tenderness, the sense of dearness 
and nearness is upon them, and then 
their kisses would be fire on their 
lips and a precious memory in their 
hearts.

economy, is disheartening. 


Vested interests are built up in 


public spending just as in power 
companies, 
railroads, and 
chain 


stores. Some pressure groups will 
fight just as hard to keep on spend- 
ing as other pressure groups will 
battle to retain waxer rights, elec- 
tric franchises, and mail contracts. In 
* fascist state, public spending can 
be controlled and even halted. In 
a democracy, it constantly increases 
unless voters are people 
of high 


^character. I believe that current 


public extravagance is today the 
most immediate of a'.l threats to our 
personal liberty. It is 
surely a 


greater menace than possible armed 
invasion by foreign dictators! 


Voters Ignorant 


Behind our colossal spending is 


the woeful carelessness and ignor- 
ance of the average voter concern- 
Ing public administration and our 
tax system. 
The "soak-the-rich" 


slogan of the politician has gone 
over with a bang. Only a small 
percentage of the 
voters realize 


that ultimately all taxes (except 
possibly inheritance 
taxes) 
are 


paid by the consumers of goods. 
Voters do not understand that all 
corporation taxes are handed along 
to them on retail price-tags. They 
do not stop to think that real estate 
taxes are concealed m their month- 
ly rent. My guess is that 75 per 
cent of the voters have no knowl- 
edge of the multitude of hidden 
taxes they pay! 


The Washington fovernment has 


•pent $62,000.000,000 in the last 10 
years. Barring only the World war, 
this equals the entire amount spent 
from the day George Washington 
become our first president until 
Herbert Hoover stepped 
into the 


.White House! Yet President Roo- 
sevelt has just indicated that an- 
other $9.000.000,000 will be poured 
out in 1939-40. We arc currently 
spending at the rate of $18.000 per 
minute, or approximately $50.000 
nines you began reading this article 
(nearly three minutes). I have al- 
ways considered $50.000 as a fair- 
itized estate. How can the govern- 
ment go on destroying 20 fortunes 
every hour. 500 every day, 180,000 
every year? 


Supporting 25,000.000 


Last year, public spending, in- 


cluding not only the federal, but 
the state, county, and local govern- 
ments, totaled $17.000.000.000. This 
represented more than 25 per cent 
of the national income. Add up the 
number of individuals getting sup- 
port from the government. My fig- 
ures show 25.000.000 
One person i 


out of every six gets his livelihood 
from the government. There are 
only 51,000,000 workers who should 
be gainfully employed. This means 
that every private wage-earner is 
not only supporting his family, but 
another person on the public pay- 
roll! 
Just for illustration, let us take a 


family which earns $37 a week, $150 
a month, or $1,800 v year. Studies 
show that such a family spends 
about $10 per week, or $500 per 
year, on food.' Of this, 70 cents per 
week, or $35 per year, represents 
hidden taxes. Each year these taxes 
add over $5 1o the milk bill, $9 to 
the butcher's statement, $5 to the 
butter and egg man's bill. $5 to 
the baker'? charges. 
On every 


roast of beef there are 127 hidden 
taxes; on every loaf of bread, 53 
unseen taxes! 


The average 
family probably 


spends $30 per month lor rent. Of 
this amount, $7.50 per month, or $90 
per year, is for local taxes. Each 
year the automobile eats up $175 
of the family's income. 
In this 


amount Is $35 for the tax-collector. 
The same official, through 79 sep- 
arate taxes, takes H $5 cut out of 
a $50 suit. With 143 different taxes, 
he grabs fifty per cent of the price 
if a package of cigarettes. This 
newspaper is paying 83 taxes you 
readers know nothing about Every 
movie ticket carries 61 hidden dona- 
tions to the public treasury- And 
when someone dies, these invisible 
taxes hit a record high—there are 
157 of them! 


$230 to Tax-Collector 


All told, this average family— 


which owns no real property and 
thinks it pays no taxes—forks over 
$230-$240 of its annual income of 
$1,800 for hidden taxes. This rep- 
resents one-seventh of the total in- 
come. 
It means that for every 


six days the family bread-winner 
works for himself, he works one 
for the tax-collector. 
(In the case 


of very wealthy people the reverse 
is true: they work one 
day for 


themselves and six for the public). 
The significant point is that these 
unseen taxes are rising every year. 
In 1933, the hidden 
tax collector 


forced the wage-earner 
to work 


only one day in ten. How soon 
will he be working one day in 
three? 


Yet. the members of this family 


kid themselves into thinking that 
they pay no taxes. They dismiss a 
flagrant misuse of public funds by 
some comment such as this: "Well, 
let 'em spend. Rockefeller can af- 
ford it!"—Sure, Rockefeller can; but 
can they? In this connection, let 
me say that our people are now i 
forced to fill out 135.000.000 tax and , 
other government forms per year 
Certainly, these are not all filled 
out by Rockefellers! To pick up 
over S14.000.000.000 In taxes in 1938. 
it took the combined efforts of 175.- 
000 separate tax agencies with prob-

Ing Straits were not water but land, 
stepping across along the Aleutian 
islands and moving southward in 
families, spreading over America, 
grouping themselves on the plains, 
in the valleys, taking to the moun- 
tains the deserts, the great Atlan- 
tic and Pacific seaboards. Here top- 
ographical barriers confined them 
and isolated them so that they, sel- 
dom communicated with one an- 
other. Thus they grew into distinct 
stocks in which definite types of 
speech and folkways developed, so 
that m the end there were on this 
continent as many as 60 stock fam- 
ilies divided 
into 350 separate 


tribes, these re-divided into clans, 
when the white man came. 


There were three great cultural 


groups cast of the Mississippi; the 
Algonquin, the Iroquois, the Kush- 
hogcan. The Creeks, 
Choctaws. 


Scminolcs were Kuskhogean. The 
Iroquoian Hurons. Senecas, Mo- 
hawks and others held the Ontario 
country and the upper Hudson riv- 
er valley. 
The most numerous 


group, 
the 
Algonquian, ranged 


south from Hudson bay to the Car- 
olinas between the Atlantic and the 
Mississippi, with the Iroquois firm- 
ly and belligerently rooted in their 
midst. Fourteen years after the Al- 
gonquin. Squanto, welcomed the 
Pilgrims to Plymouth, Algonquins 
in the Green Bay region 
were 


watching the 
bateaux 
bringing 


Nicolet and his party to Weese-coh- 
seh 
'a place in which to live.' 


What Is Measure 


The Algonquins were woodland 


Indians, dwellers in the forest 
areas, living beside the lakes and 
streams, making their houses of 
rush-woven mats and bark, hunting 
and fishing, cultivating small gar- 
den plots, gathering the fruits and 
grains, subsisting on a diet so suf- 
ficiently diversified as to suit the 
vitamin enthusiast of today. They 
had a relgion that was part of their 
daily life, and well established tra- 
ditions and customs. The principal 
Algonquin tribes living in Wiscon- 
sin when the white man came were 
the Ojibways. the Sauks, the Fox- 
es (Outagamies,) 
the Pottowato- 


mies. and the 
Menominees. The 


Winnebagoes, who played so im- 
portant a part in early Wisconsin 
history, were not Algonquian but 
Siouan. Theirs is another 
story. 


The Menommee from their home at 
the mouth of the Menominee river 
saw the floilla bearing Nicolet. The 
news spread fast among all the In- 
dians. 
They 
wondered 
what it 


meant. They were curious, but not 
hostile. They went about their ac- 
customed ways, and as time went 
on and more and more white peo- 
ple carr.c, the 
Menominees were i 


friendly and hospitable. The new- j 
comers, impressed with the differ- 
ences of color, dress, customs and 
language between themselves and 
the aborigines, 
called them sav- 


ages, these forest Indians who wor- 
shipped, a Great Spirit. 


By what standard do we mea- 


sure the Menominee of those days 
that we may call him a savage? 
Webster says a savage is "a hu- 
man being in his native state of 
rudeness; a person of extreme, bru- 
tal cruelty." The whites who came 
and saw and wrote of him—some- 
what as persons of our own timej 
fly to a foreign land stay a month 


or so and come home as authorities 
on the people they have contacted 
for so short a period—stated that 
this Indian was uncivilized, that is, 
'needing to be reclaimed from sav- 
agery.' Therefore, they set about 
reclaiming 
him 
by 
substituting 


their own religion and their own 
ways as far and fast as possible for 
those the Indian possessed; in a 
word, 'civilizing' him. Let us sec 
what manner of man was this Men- 
ominee, this "untutored savage.' 


It appears that the Menominees 


were tall, well-proportioned, pleas- 
ant-faced peacably concerned with 
making a living. Their principal 
food was a grain similar to oats, 
growing in the waters of their hab- 
itat, 'wild or 
foolish 
oats' 
the 


French called it. and gave that 
name to the Indians, Folles Av- 
oines (by which name they are rec- 
ognized in the old records.) 
The 


word Menominee has a derivation 
which means 'wild rice people.' 
Harvesting, storing and preparing 
for food this wild rice, or oats, was 
an important seasonal industry. 
They had i dwellings grouped into 
villages. They had a community 
life, a social order, a code of eth- 
ics, and religious worship. Such 
are the prerequisites of civilization. 
The Menominees had these when 
the white man came. 


In this column next week, we 


shall try to show something of the 
civilization possessed by the Men- 
ominee Indians at the time of the 
white invasion.*

Did you know that the In- 
dians made clay bowls by forming 
them over a ball of twine made 
from basswood 
fiber 
and 
then 


'pulled the string" to unwind the 
ball and thus get it out of the bowl?

that the Indian 


women wove clothing of nettle fib- 
er? From time we shall try to tell 
about these bits of Indian folkways 
in this column.

There arc many 
points about 


Turkey which I wish to bring out 
today. 
Some are 
rather small 


points, but I hope all will be in- 
teresting. 
' 


Before the 
days of 
Mustafa 


Kemal Pasha, or 
Ataturk, 
the 


schools of Turkey were almost all 
in the hands of the Mohammedan 
church, and the pupils did not 
learn much except. to • recite 
the 


Koran. 
This may be the 
main 


reason Turkey .has given little help 
to the progress of the world. 


Fifteen years ago, the Turkish 


government began closing the Mo- 
hammedan schools 
and 
opening 


public schools. Inside of six-years, 
there were 6.000 public- schools, 
with close to half a million pupils. 
Since then, the government 
has 


kept 
spending 
more and- more 


money for education. .Children in 
Turkey now are taught most of the 
subjects common in schools of our 
land. 


Most Turks still have the Mo- 


hammedan faith, but the govern- 
ment, has stopped paying the cost 
of "keeping up the churches. Be- 
fore the change took. place, 
the 


sultan was not only the head of 
the Turkish government but also 
the 
head of the Mohammedan 
church. 


As a result of'the World "war, 


Turkey lost "its power" over Pales- 
tine, Syria, part of Arabia and the 
land now, in Irak. This cut 
the 


size of the empire down to less 
than half, but the parts lost were 
not thickly populated. Present-day 


rkey has about twice as many 


people as live in all parts of the 
empire which were lost. 
< 


Turkey-in-Asia 
is more or less 


a desert near the coast, but back 
from the coast are many hills and 
mountains covered with fine for- 
ests. Some of the mountain peaks 
are more than two miles high. 


The slopes of the highlands sup- 


ply good grazing land for live- 
stock, and in the valleys there are 
many farms with rich land. 
In- 


deed farming is the chief way in 
which Turks earn *heir living. 


Among the farm products which 


are raised for export are cotton, 
nuts, raisins and olives. 
Turkey 


also sends timber, wool, silk and 
rugs to the outside world. Turkish 
rugs are famous. 


Turkey has some good oil wells, 


also stores of salt.- coal, copper 
and gold. Until lately, however, 
little effort has been given to min- 
ing. 


Eleven years ago Turkey adopt- 


ed 
the Roman alphabet. 
This 


alphabet is much more simple to 
learn than the Arabic alphabet 


In past times less than one-fifth 


of the Turks-could read or write. 
Now about three-iifths of 
them 


can do so. Hundreds 
of. thou- 


sands of Turkish men and women 
have gone to night schools, -partly 
to keep the voting rights. which 
they, were given on condition they 
would learn to read and-write.
